also sought to prove thai several of 
the directors were mere dummies, act- 
ins at the dictation of others. 


It developed that Tuesday D. Leroy 


Dresser, late president of the Trust 
Company of the Republic, who last 
week divulged much of the inner his- 
tory of the formation of the combina- 
tion, made an effort to communicate 
with Charles M. Schwab, with a view 
to obtaining some concessions as to 
the Bethlehem steel works that would 
render easier the scheme for rehabili- 
tating the partly wrecked concern. 
The message of Mr. Dresser was deliv- 
ered to Mr. Schwab by Mr. Harris of 
the brokerage house of Harris. Gates 
ft Co., which marketed part of the 
shipbuilding stock, but Mr. Schwab 
declined to see Mr. Dresser. 


Did Not Threaten Schwab. 


W. D. Guthrie. counsel for Mr. 


Schwab, brought the facts of the Inci- 
dent out at the hearing in a series of 
question* .directed to Mr. Dresser. Mr. 
Dresser denied that he had gone to 
plead "'with Mr; Schwab or threaten 
mini, for he had no additional informa- 
tion to divulge, but had sought to aft- 
proach him in hope that something 
might be done to sav« the shipbuild- 
ing company.

that laws shall be passed taxing, by, 
a uniform rule, all moneys, creditn or 
Investments of any kind, and all real 
and personal property, except $200, 
which the legislature might exempt. 
Building association mortgages come 
clearly under the class of credits.

The credits returned in Ohio In 1902' 


•re $80.028.411. The owners of these 
are paying two or three |,er cent, taxes 
on them, while the owners of $84.837,- 
483.56 of building association mort-j 
fages are paying no taxes at all.

Farmer Perkins—Has there been no' 


attempt in the courts to compel these 
building associations' mortgages to be 
taxed according to the constitution? I 


Lawyer 
Thorndike—None that I 


have aver been advised of. Everyone 
seems to be satisfied with the law 
p»Med In defiance of the constitution, 
and directly and positively overruling 
UB provisions. 
, 


Farmer Perkins—But If the consti-' 


tutlonallty of the la\v in question is 
ever mooted in any court, what will 
be the result? 
j 


Lawyer 
Thorndike — Any court 


where the question may be raised will 
be bound to declare the law unconsti- j 
tutlonal. This law in question was 
paised April 13. 1889, over 14 years 
since; and no one has attempted to 
raise the constitutional question as 
yet. 


Farmer Perkins—Suppose the tai 


Inquisitor would undertake to compel! 
each building association In the state I 
to pay taxee on Its mortgages for six j 
years back. Could he do BO? 


Lawyer Thorndike—He could do so, 


and his doing so would close up a 
large percentage of the associations in 
the state. The tax inquisitor is wise 
In his generation. 
He would never 


attempt 
to place on the duplicate 


building association mortgages. They 
are the poor man's resources, and any 
attempt to tax these mortgages would 
result In the adoption of a constitu- 
tional amendment on taxation, like 
that now pending before the people, 
and under which the present exemp- 
tion would be legalized. So long as! 
the odious tax inquisitor law disgraces, 
the state of Ohio, su long will the tax 
inquisitor select bis \ictims to attract j 
as little publicity as possible, and 
when he has one contest with a vic- 
tim he will have twenty settlements 
of which the public will never be ad- 
vised. 
A general attempt to execute 


the tax inquisitor law in the courts 
would 
be an object 
lesson, which 


would put an end to the Kelley system 
•peedily. 


I have Inquired of citizens promi- 


nent in building associations why it 
wag that the statute was passed ex- 
empting their mortgages. The answer 
was that if compelled to pay taxes 
on their mortgages they eouH do no 
business at all. which Is no doubt 
true, and building associations cannot 
evade taxation of their mortgages, if 
taxation were insisted upon. The in- 
dividual can avoid taxation on his 
mortgages if he is so disposed, and 
the disposition is not usually lacking. 


Farmer Perkins—Then what does 


thp I80.02S.411 of credits returned in 
Ohio represent? 


Lawer Thorndike—It represents the 


residuum of the citizens of Ohio, who 
will not. or cannot, avoid the return 
of their credits, usually mortgages. If 
Is possible to know all the mortcases 
in force in Ohio, in any one year, but 
it is not possible to know the credits' 
In Ohio, of wlr.ch no public record Is' 
made. 


Farmer Perkins—It seems to me 


that 
the owneis of the SSO.OL'S 4n 


credits returned for taxation have to! 
bear the burden of the $S4.S"7.1S3 5g' 
not returned, and that they would 
complain and insist on the building 
association mortgages being taxed. 


Lawyer Thorndike—When you re- 


flect that the $SO,02S.4U of credits re- 
turned represents less than 33 1-3 per- 
fGntt:rn of the same class, whose re- 
turn theoretically might be compelled,! 
you^will understand why there ha \j 


beon no complaint by one class against 
another. 


Farmer Perkins—But it seems to 


me a dreadful thing that the constltu- 


, tlon of Ohio should be nullified so as to 
| permit over ninety millions of dollars 


I to escape tajcation, and that this state 


of affairs should continue for more 
than fourteen years without a protest 
from any part of the state. 


Lawyer Thorndike—This exemption 


of building association mortgages i? a 
necessity to permit the poorer classes 
to save some money. In states where, 
happily, the taxing power is subject 
to no limitations, savings banks have 
been exempted, or partially exempted, 
to enable the poor but thrifty to ac- 
cumulate some money. It is the true 
and Just policy of every state that its 
citizens 
should be self-supporting, 


should create wealth and save It. 
Legislation should be such as to pro- 
mote and Increase habits ot thrift and 
saving. 
Ohio 
had 
to 
keep 
in 


line with those states that were free 
under their constitutions to favor 
building 
associations 
and 
savings 


banks, and to do so had to modify its 
own constitution by nullifying the 
same, and has done so since April 13, 
18S9, without the protest of a single 
citizen. It was done as a necessity- 
self-preservation. While you are shed- 
ding tears for the $90.000,000 of cred-, 
Its not returned by the building asso- 
ciations in 1902, you should save some 
for the $229.000.000 of credits and for 
the $257.000.000 of money in the banks 
of Ohio not returned for taxation. 


Farmer Perkins—Why should not 


the legislature, with the same pro- 
priety, pass a law to exempt state, 
county, village and school 
district 


bonds from taxation? 


lawyer Thorndike—The legislature 


could with more propriety do this: 
The total of local bonds issued in Ohio 
and outstanding in Ohio for 1902, was 
$106.368.137. 
While It is lawful for 


the municipalities to issue their bonds, 
the state punishes whoever buys or at- 
tempts to hold one of them.

$80,028.411 were returned for taxation, 
or a trifle over 14 percent. Of the en- 
tire sum over $92.000,000 were exempt- 
ed by the state, and its good citizens, 
not to be outdone by generosity, ex- 
empted over $370,000,000 more, or, to 
be exact about it. $370.150.882.37. and 
this under a constitution which re- 
quires all credits to be taxed and ex- 
empts none whatever. 


The opportunities for tax evasion or 


tax dodging under the present consti- 
tution are boundless, and those who 
advocate the retention of its provis- 
ions lay themselves open to the sus- 
picion of advocating it for the pur- 
poses of the evasions which can' 
be made under it. We ought toj 
change the organic law. so that build-' 
Ing association mortgages, and other
